Deputies used the vehicle's 
headlights and spotlights to illuminate the side yard where Subject! as 
last seen. The vehicle was used as cover by deputies who were holding the area 
at gunpoint. 
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Watch Commanders, Lieutenant's Jason Skeen and Marc Lucio ensured outside 
resources were reguested to assist with the containment of the area. Those 
resources included an airship, Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB) and K-9 units 
for a search, patrol units from neighboring stations, and the staging of Compton 
Fire Department. 


Within five minutes after the emergency radio traffic, a containment of the area 
was established along the surrounding blocks of Tajauta Avenue, using all field 
units from Compton Station. Aero Bureau, airship, “Air 21” assisted with the 
coordination of ground units and the containment of the area while en route to 
the scene.
